The Proper Study of the Scriptures. 
The Hible "as she is taught" in Sunday 


schools and pulpits is not suitable for in- 
troduction to public schools nor for tbe 
academic curriculum. The Bible as it will 
be taught from university chairs by tciiuh- 
c-i-H like Professor W. H. Harper, of NIHV 
Haven, will be discovered to he a science 
neither fur nor against any particular re- 
ligious faith, but, like all other sciences 
running parallel to religious teaching.' 
1 hat there is abundant room for instruc- 
tion iu bibiicul science over and above the 


I doctrinal and eatechetie teaching of re- 


ligious instructors in all our educational 
institutions should be sufficiently mauifast 


It is as a science, the logical and orderly 


clarification of data, that biblical literature 
and history will and should be taught in 
t lie u ti i versi ties. As such it si mply stand» 
on a par with other sciences. In its meth- 
od, it is neither more nor less religious than 
they. It is its subject matter which Is 
mure than that of any other science, indis^ 
pcnsable to the maturing of an Ideal man- 
hood. This subject matter may be defined 
as tho development of the religious con- 
Sfiousnoss of tho Hebrews as effected iu 
their history and exhibited in their litera- 
ture, J\ew Testament literature being of 
course, included. This development wo 
may fairly call a divine revelation. 


To have some rational and scientific con- 


ception of the process and history from 
winch the religious and spiritual conscious- 
ness of Christendom has issued would 
seem to be c&sential to tho training of every 
man of culture, while the study iteslf is no 
less fitted to stimulate the spiritual and 
moral faculties, than tho study of the his- 
tory of philosophy to stimulate the rcflec 
tlvc and critical faculties. We judge there 
fore, that it must soon become as ranch a 
recognized part of the ordinary unlversitv 
curriculum as tho study of classical history 
and literature, and with results to spirit- 
ual and moral growth in the student which 
will bo all the more profoundly beneficial 
that they are incidental.-Rev. Benjamin

Difference In Ancient and Modern Feet. 


Unquestionably the human foot, as repre- 


sented by old sculptors, was larger than 
the modern one, and, in fact, the primitive 
foot of all people of whom we have any rec- 
ord, 
either in printing or statuary, was 


considerably larger than the restricted foot 
of modern times. 
The masculine foot,

different countries, was about 12 inches 
long.

to," may bo made by laying a pole in the 
forks i if two posts, set for the purpose, at a 
hcighi of five or six feet from the ground, 
leaning other poles from this to tho ground 
at an angle of about 50 degs. and covering 
these with cedar or hemlock boughs or 
bark or by thatching, as in tho case of the 
shanty already dcscrilwd. If cither style of 
roof is put on properly it will shed a heavy 
rain. The cuds may bo inclosed with cither 
boughs or bark. 


Another form of temporary shelter is 


made l>y leaning a pole, ten or twelvo feet 
long, against a large green tree (or by plnc- 
«•>««.!... ..jv...... „„.! ;„ ..ho fcrlr o* „ omnH 
tree), letting the other rest on the ground, 
and leaning bark or boughs against it, 
spread i ng them so as to make tho lodge five 
or six feet wide at the front end, and taper- 
ing to a point at tho rear. Tho fire may be 
built ngainst the tree on which the polo 
leans, ,ut care must be taken not to allow 
it to r. :ichand burn away the ridge pole. 


It re.illy requires a good deal of mechan- 


ical skill to build a good camp fire. 


Tho \vay to make a cooking fire is to lay 


down two green poles, live or six inches 
thick and two feet long, two or three feet 
apart, with notches in the upper side about 
ten or I wclve inches apart. These we will 
call tlio "dog irons" or "fire irons." Now 
cut t\\ a more poles, six or eight inches 
thick iiud about four feet long, and lay 
them in the notches in your dog irons. 
Procure a liberal supply of dry wood of 
some I md, brush, split wood, bark or chips 
and st.irt your tire on the ground, midway 
between your dog irons. Votir dry wood 
should otctend the length of your forestick 
and backlog, and the nro will soon spread 
to either end of these. Tho air will circu- 
late under and through your flro, and your 
forostii k and backlog are just the right 
distant apart to act your camp kettle 
frying pan and coffee pot on. 


If you are going to cook more than one 


raeal in this place it will pay you to put up 
a crauc 
This is built as follows: Cut two 


green hticks, two inches thick and three 
feet long; drive them into tho ground a 
foot from either end of your fire and split 
the top end of each with the ax. Then cut 
another pole of same sizo and long enough 
to reach from one of these posts to the 
other; flatten tho ends and insert them in 
tho splits. The posts should be of such 
height that when this poleispassed through 
the bail of the camp kettle its bottom will 
swing just clear of tho fire. Now cut a 
booked limb that will hung well on the 
pole, and in the shank or it cut a notch, in 
which j on can insert the boil of the coffee 
pot, aii J in «uch a position that it will also 
hang near the fire.—G. O. Shields iu New 
York Vurld.

The Eleventh Census of the United Slatea 


will be taken during the month of June. 
The census enumerators will begin their 
work on Monday, June 2, and will visit every 
bouse and ask questions concerning every 
p.'non and every family in the United Stales 
The questions that will be asked call for the 
name of tveiy person lesiding in u,fl United 
St..tcs on the first day of June, with ilielr 
SPX *nd age, and whether white, black, mul- 
atto, quadroon, octoroon, or Chinese, Japan- 
ese, or Indian. Inquiry will be made als'o of 
every person as to whether they are sinale, 
married, widowed,or divoiced, and, it mar- 
ried, whether married during iht census 
year. The place of birth of each person, and 
lhe place of birth of lhe father and mother 
of each person, will also be called for, as wel, 
as a statement as to the profession, trade, or 
occupation followed and the number of 
months unemployed during (be census year. 
For all persons ten years of age or over a re- 
t'lrn must be made by the enumerator as to 
the number able to read and write, and also 
the number who can speak English. For 
those who can not speak English the partic- 
ular language oi dialect bpokcij by them will 
be ascertained.

A Smell Testing Instrument. 


Dr. Xwardemakcr, of Utrecht, has been 


expon meriting with a simple arrangement 
he has devised for measuring the sensi- 
bility to smell. It is simply a glitss tube, 
turned up to enter the nostril, and contain- 
ing a sliding cylinder of a material that al- 
lows tlie'passage of odors. The extent to 
which the cylinder is projected beyond the 
tube—that is, practically, the amount of 
surface of it exposed to an odor—would 
measure the keenness of scent of different 
1 ' ' :>ie. or the relative strength of odor 
fioni different sources to the same ob- 
server. Trying one tube in each nostril, 
each ixposed to a different odor, it was 
found that only one could be perceived. 
In some cases one odor seemed to equal the 
other in effect, and then there was no sen- 
sation of smell at nil.—Montreal Star.
